The 
2i-year-old destroyer Was on con- 
voy duty, the navy said, and Mr 
Roosevelt, in his discussion of pol- 
icy, noted the specific fact that she 
was carrying out a duty assigned 
to her.

The familiar complaint, “My 
child won't eat cereal or vegetables 
or eggs,” still echoes in the land. 

Seemingly, there isn't a child 
alive who likes all foods indiscrim- 
inately, That this is nothing new 
at all is evident by the action of 
those adults who willingly proclaim 
that they never have liked any 
vegetables but peas or corn, or 
can't “stomach” rice pudding or 
sauer kraut or what have you 

It seems to me there is no par- 
ticular crime in allowing a child 
to have some independence in 
the selection of the foods he 
would like to cat. If his Ips curl 
at the touch of spinach—and 

with some babies this is exactly 
their reaction—why worry about 
spinach? It can be matched in 
food yalue by half a dozen other 
vegetables, of the same, leafy, 
green type. 

The same thing is true of cereals, 
Whole grain cereals are excellent 
and desirable foods, but if a child 
will have none of them, then so be 
it. He can have whole grain breads, 
toasted and buttered and served 
with a glass of milk. Or whole 
grain crackers crumbled into a dish 
with milk; or milk toast, or ban- 
anas, raw or baked, or mealy, 
baked potatoes and he will get sub- 


| stantially the same nutritional ele- 


ments. 

If these are supplemented by the 
starchy vegetables such as peas or 
beans or corn or squash or turnips 
or beets it seems quite immaterial 


whether he ever eats a dish a 
cooked cereal. 


Eggs, we mentioned above, are 
}one of the commonplace dislikes 
If you like eggs, this comes as a 


surprise, for a nice, fresh egg, pre- 
pared in almost any way will seem 
most appetizing fare, But, if you 
happen to be one Of those whio 
suffer some sensitivity toward eggs 
and eating them makes h pop 
out on you, or makes your mouth 
burn amd redden or makes you 
physically ill, then eggs are not 
your dish. 

As a mother, if your baby reacts

his stomach by insinuating eggs into 
his other foods. He'll react just the 
same way, even though he's gullible 
enough to eat them 
food dislikes, distastes and 
tivities are very real things 
and should not be pooh-poohed 
and over-ridden. A mother gets 
farther by givirg the child the 
foods he likes and then making 
any new food so attractive in 
appearance and flavor, and servy- 
ing it when baby is so hungry 
that eventually it will take its 
place among the well-liked foods.
